Our New Dress. 

The reader will scarcely need to ho 
told that we appeat in an entirely 'new 
dresB' this morning. Our old one had 
got to he 80 veiy shahhy that the 
change 'will he sufficiently polpahle. 
The old'dreels'Which has done such good 
service -vyoyld have heen sooner cast 
aside had it not heen for the delay ex- 
perienced in procuring tiuoh an outfit 
as ■w|^^,wan.ted. The Prince of Wales, 
from^tJiJgffrind, brought such additions 
to our machinery, and th6 last mail 
Bteaifi3?,-I^6ni San Fi-ahcisco, brought 
such a complete plant of the newest 
and most approved nmtoi-ial, fresh 
from, the 'GaIifomiaT\^)o Foiuidary, as 
■ enables us to assuino the present slight- 
ly enlarged and greatly iiiijiroved ap- 
pearance (with ample plant on hand 
to double our nizo whenever eircuni- 
stancea justify suuh a stcji), to mater- 
ially increase the size of the weekly 
edition, and to nuilce our facilities for 
Gxecutinp all Idtius of job worlc BU])e]-- 
ior to that of any establislnuont north 
of San Francisco.

A gener- 
ous and disdximinating public oinnion 
has placed this journal in a position 
to render good'*service in the cause of 
Reform and Progress; and it will 
scarcely bo necessary to say that its 
powerj deiivedus it is from the people, 
will over be exierted iu the interest of 
the people. The new system of govern- 
ment impart;y additional power and 
responsibility to the Press; and it shall 
bo our aim, as it is our honest desu'c, 
to wield thiiL jiower and discharge that 
responsibility Avith a single eye to the 
advancement of this our adopted 
countrj'.

The Massacre tliat Didii't 
Occiirt and its liessoiiB. 

ThB '-report 'Of the massacre of the 
•white^'^t ^keena River, although for 
the most part discredited, occasioned 
a thrill of horror. It was natuial, 
therefore, that the annotmceiuent 
which we wore eintbled to make yes- 
terday of the f(roundlessncss of the 
rumor should cause this couununity to 
heave a sigh of relii'l'. It will be the 
part of true v\isdojn to scclc to deduce 
a practical lesson fi-om ihc njasHficrc 
•which, happily, never occurred, hui 
which niiglit have occiirrcd. The 
orijgin of the mi.iuiidersta]idiiig whicli 
at one time threatened such a :-anguiii- 
nry ternunation, is told in a few words: 
A iiarty of miners lighted a hi e in tlie 
vicinity of an Indian encampment. 
Owing to the dryness of the gi'ouud, 
and, possibly, through the carelessness 
of the minei-s, the fire comnumicated 
"with, and consumed the Indian oneamj)- 
ment. The Indians, whether rightly 
or wrongly matters but little for our 
present purpose, held the white nu n 
resppnsible for thpir misfortune and 
demanded compensation. The latter, 
possibly unconscious of wrongdoing, 
met the demand in no conciliatory 
spirit. The In^ans threatened to have 
Teco^jrse to their lex t,vlionis, when the 
local Justice of the Peace intei poseil, 
pledging the Government to that in- 
demnification refused by the miuei-s. 
And thiis it was that the massaoro was 
stayed ; for the reader must know that 
tho whites were, in luimlier, as about 
one to twenty of the Indians. Inf(n-- 
niation of (liis state of tilings was 
brought to the Tiocal ( loveninient on 
tho ninth of July. The rejiort of the 
massacre readied this city on the 21h1. 
On tho 2()th the Ijieutenant (ioveriior 
sailed with duo pomp and circumstauco 
for the^cene of trouble ; and it is to 



bo presumed that, 'ere this, the pledges 
made by the Justice of tho Peace, and 
which doubtless saved tho scalps of 
tho whites, have been redoomod 'in 
the name and at the expense of tho 
Federal Government, ■\^^ly the do- 
1 ay V Supjoosing a massacre had occuiTod 
between tho ninth and twenty-sixth of 
July, on whoso head would tho blood 
of tho slaughtered whites rested ? Tho 
jn-actical lesson is here : Two or throe 
thousand dollars, promptly applied by 
a properly authorized agent, woiUd 
have accomplished -.vhat must now cost 
as many thousands. If, on tho occur- 
rence of every little misrmdorstanding 
between tho whites and the .Tndvaris,'! 
two or three weeks must he. donsumed 
in negotiating with the Federal Capi- 
tal, and then the Lieutenant Governor 
must move with a fleet of' war ships, it 
is to be feared thafmany scalps must 
be sacrificed, and nmny dollars must 
bo unnecessarily tftkfek'from -the Fed- 
eral exchoquor. It will bo both cheap- 
er and safer for the Canadian' Govern- 
ment to organize the Indjaii Department 
in this Province at once ; -and, instead 
of moving cumbrous war Ships it will 
be nmcli better and cheaper to have a 
revenue cutter constantly employed on 
tlie coast, visiting tho various Indian 
settlements, suppressing the Incban 
whisky trade, and generally ]n-otectiug 
the i-evenue. By this means much 
trouble would bo prevented and much 
revenue wcnild be saved. This subject 
is respect. 'ully connnended to tho atten- 
tion of the Federal Government, with 
the earnest hope thaiihimediate action' 
will bo taken.

The Suglisla. Walnut. 

Tho following interesting extract is from 
the letter of an intelligent California cor- 
respondent: — "The Engli.sh walnut shows 
itself as a stattdy, magnificent: ti'eo, with 
clean greyish bark, and '"wide-sproading 
hranehea. It is, like our own black wal- 
nut, a troo of slow growth, and does not 
begin to boar until it is Roven or oiglit 
years (jf ago. In twedve years, with 
thorough culluro aiul irrigation, it boars 
from 50 to 75 pounds of nuts; at 15 years, 
from 100 to IGO i)oiinds; ,'30 trees ma^- 
stand on an acre, and it is custonuiry here 
to plant almond trees between the > rows 
of walnuts, which jiay tho cost of cultiva- 
tion and a handsomo profit, and are cut 
down when the walnuts begin to cover the 
groimd. The nuts sold this year for 12y, 
cants per pound in Los Angelos. A little 
ui ithmetic will show yon that, at 100 lbs 
to tho trco, which, for au orchard fifteen 
years old, woidd be, everybody tells me, 
an undor-o.stiinafo, the yield wmdd be 
£•375 per acre. Tho only expense if-, the 
cost of cultivating and irrigating; one 
man could easily care for 30 acres. Tho 
nuts fall when ripo, and aro i)icked uj) 
and sacked as hickory nuts with us. It 
is asserted that tho tree is absolutely freo 
from disease or enemies in tho State; it 
needs no pruning, and it may bo safidy 
transplanted when three years old, so that 
tho planter woultl get a crop in seven 
years. At twenty years, 'reos havo borne 
250 pounds of nuts. Two English walnut 
trees, near Siinta llai'bnra, 30 years old, 
ha\ V it ldi (.' ?"iO vi orth of nuts cacdi pi r 
annum for sovi'i-al years ]ia^;t." J'nua the 
above it Would appear that a t Iiirty-av'ri' 
farm \vould i)roduco from eleven to t wcnty- 
seven doUai's' worth of walnut.s p(>r an- 
num. The Jilnglish walnut should do well 
in British C'elumliia.

Now Yiirk, July 25tli. 
Tho 'Horald rocoivcd thihi ovoning 
by cable the foUowug letter fi'om Dr 
Livingstone: 

Ujiji, November, 1871. 
JamoH Gordon Bennett : It is gon- 
erally fiomowliat diilioult to writo to 
ouo iiover soen. It Beonis no liko ad- 
dressing- an abstract idea; but tlio 
jiresenco of your reprosentativc, H. IVL 
Stanley, in this rogion takes away tlio 
strangeness I sliould otliorwiso have 
felt in writing to thank you for the 
kindnesH that prompted you to seiid 
him. I therefore feed iputo at lioiuo. 
If 1 oxiilain tlie forlorn condition in 
which he found iiio, you will easily 
perceive I have good reason to uso 
vciy strong expressions of gratitude. 
I caino to Ujiji, oil a trip of between 
four and live huudrod miles, beneath 
tho blazing vertical sun, having been 
baffled and defeated and forced to re- 
turn wlioii almost in sight of tho end 
of tho geographical jjart of my niLssioii 
by a muubt r of luilf-casto ilosloin 
shaves Kont tonio from Zanzibar inntoad 
of men. The soro heart, mado still 
sorer by tho woeful sights I had seen 
of 

MiiiiV iiih'imr\;iity t«i rii.an, 

voaeted and told on my frame luid de- 
pressed it beyond ineasuro. Itliouglit 
1 was dying on nij' feet, it is not too 
much to say, almost every stoji of niy 
weary, sultry way. In ])ain I I'eaclu'd 
Ujiji, a liK'l'e I'ickle of bones. There 
I found soiae live hundred jxninds 
stei'ling woi-th of goods which I had 
ordered from Zanzibar, liaJ unaccount- 
ably been intrusted to a diniukon half- 
caste IMoslem ti-ader, who, after 
siiuandoring Ihem for sixtoon mouths 
on thi> way to Ujiji, linished by Holliug 
the ri'inainder for slaves and ivory for 
liiniHcli. He di\inod on tlio Kohrau 
and fijuiiil J was dead. Ho had also 
written to tho Governor at Unyanyem- 
bfi that he had sent tho slaves afternie 
to ilanyaina, Avlio returned and rciiort- 
ed my tleceaso, and lio bogrged pcr- 
luisHioii to soli oil' the few goods his 
drunken appetite had spared. Ho, 
hoxvever, knew perfectly woll frommeii 
wiio had seen mc that I was alive and 
waiting for tlie goods and men; but as 
for morality, ho is evidently an idiot, 
and there ijoiiig no' law exc.e|:>t that of 
the dagger or musket, I had to sit iii 
great weakness, destitute of eveijiihing 
save a few clothing and beads which I 
had taken the precaution to leave hero 
in ease of extremity. A near prcspect 
of l)eggary among the Ujijiaiis made 
mo miserable. 1 could not dispair be- 
cause I had laughed so mucli at a friend, 
who; on reaching the ' mouth of ' <the 
Zambezi, said ho was tempted to des- 
paii- on breaking- the photojrr.apli of liis 
wife, lie could liiiA'e no sueci'ss after 
th.at. Afterward, the idea of despair 
liad to ino such a strong snuiek of tlio 
ludicrous th.at it w.'wout of the question. 
Well, when I had got to about 
the lowest verge, vague rumors of 
English visitors reached nio. I thought 
of inys(df as tli(> man '•'who went down 
from .Jernsalein to.Jericho," butneitiier 
jiriest nor Levito nor Sainarif an could 
pos.sibly iiasa my way. Yet, tho Good 
Samaritan was close at hand, and one 
of my peoi^lo rushed up at the top of 
liis speed and in great oxcitoineiit ga])- 
ed out, "An I'higlishiiian coming! I 
see him !'' and off ho darted and met 
him. The Aiiieriean flag, the first seen 
in tlieso jjarts.at the head of that cara- 
van. I am cold and not donioustrative 
as we islanders are usually rojuited to 
be, but yinir Iriiidiiess nnido iiiy frame 
thrill. It was indeed ovcrheliniiig and 
1 said in my soul "lot the richest bless- 
ings descend on youi* and yours." Tho 
news Stanley had to tell me was thrill- 
ing. IVlighty 2'olitical cliaiiges on the 
eoidincnt, tlu^ success of the Atlantic 
cables, the election of General (h-ant 
and many othi'r (ojiics riveted my at- 
tention for days and had an immodiato 
and beneficial effect on my health. I 
had been without news from home for 
years, save what I could glean from a 
few Saturday Koviews and runch of 
U)(),S. .My a]"ipetitc revi\ed and in a 
wool; 1 bceaii to feel strougagaiii. Stan- 
ley brought a most kind ami encourag- 
ing dispatch from lonl Clarendon, 
whosoloss I sincerely deplore — tho first 
[ have ri'ceived from tlie I'oi-eigu OHico 
since I Siili, and int'oi-mat ion t hat tlie 
ISritish ( loveninn nt Iiad kindly sent 
.£1, 000 sterline- to my aid. Up'to his 
arrival 1. was uuL awa.rc' of any jiecuni- 
aiy assisfcanoo, and I came unsalarieil; 
but tliis want is now happily repaired, 
and I am anxious that you and all my 
frieiid-i should know that lliough un- 
ciieered by letters 1 have stuck to tlie 
task which my friend, Sir luulorick 
ilurchison, sot mo, with Johu IJiill 
tenacity, believing- that ail would eomo 
right at last. 

The watcr-slied of South and Central 
Africa is over 700 uules in length. The 
fimiitaiiis thereon are almost iiiumer- 
aljlo; that is, it would take a man's 
lifotinio to count them. i'')-oni tho 
water-shed thoy converge into four 
largo rivoi-s, and these again into two 
migld.y streams in the great Nile valley 
wliicli liegins in ten dcg^rees Hoiitli 
latitiulo. It was long ore liglit dawned 
on the ancient problem and gave mo a 
(dear idea dftlio drainage, I had to 
feel iiiy way, and eviuy st(>]-)of the way 
L was generally gropnig- in tho dark, 
for who (;ared wlu.'io tin; river ran. Wo 
drank our liU and let tins rest run by. 
Parlugoz, who visited Cazeiubo, asked 
for slaves, and I heard nothing else, I 
asked abouttho waters, questioned and 
cross-qLiestioued, until i was aliiuist 
.afraid of being set dov>-|i as alllieteil 
with liydrophol ia. ,My last work, in 
wiiieh .1 have been greaily hindert:d 
from want of suitable I'.tfeinhiuts, was fid 
lowing tho oeptral iini! of drainage down 
the rough country of cannibals, called 
j\tanyuema, or -shortly Mauyema. This 
lino of drainage has four lakes in it ; the 



fourth I was near when obliged to turn. 
It is from one to threo miles broad, and 
novor can bo roacliod at any point or any 
time of tho year. Tho two wostoru drain.s 
Luguira and Bartlo Fries rivers, llow into 
it at Lake Kaniolono. Then the great 
river Lomaiu flows through l^e Lincolli, 
into it, too, and seems to form the western 
arm of the Nile on which Pothorick trad- 
ed. Now I know about (')i)0 miles of 
water-shod, and Tin fortunately tho seventh 
hundred is tho nu)st intorosting of tho 
whole, for it is thoro, if 1 am notmistakon, 
that tour fountains ariso from an oarthon 
mound and the last of the four becomes, 
at no great distance a largo river. Two 
of thoHO run north to Egypt, Lupera and 
Lauraino and two run south into inner 
Ethiopia as the Liainbia for ui)i)er Zam- 
bezi and Kofnearo. Those aro not tho 
Bcorceii of tho Kilo montiouod by tho Soc- 
rotary of jNIiiiiu-va in tho city of Sais to 
Herodotus. I havo hoard of them so often 
and at a great distance ofl' that I cannot 
doubt their exiatonco, and in Bjiito of the 
Bore longing for homo that reigns every 
tiino I think of my family, I wish to finish 
up by thoir rediscovery. 

Five huudrod pounds sterling worth of 
goods havo again unaecouut)d)ly boeu in- 
trusted to slaves, nud havo been over a 
year on the way, instead of four months. 
I must go where they lie at your o.xponso 
'ore I can put a natural completion to my 
work ; and if my disclosures regarding 
tho terrible Ujijian rdavery should lead to 
tho Bui)pression of tho blast Coast idavo 
trade 1 shall regard that as a greater nnit- 
tor by far than the discovery of all tlio 
Nile sources; togotlior. Now that you 
havo done with domostic slavery forever 
lend your jpowerful aid toward this groat 
olijoct to thiB fine country isolated as with 
a curse from above in order that slavery 
and till) privileges of the jiolty .Siillun of 
Zanzil.iar may not bo infringed and tho 
rights of the crown of Portugal, wdiich 
aro mythical, should be kept in aljoyauce 
till some future time will boconio another 
India to Portugueso slavers. I conclude 
by again thanking you most cordially for 
you great generosity, and am grutcfully 
yours.

Tho husband, it iq^pears, obtained em- 
ployment as a laborer, earning twelve 
shillings per )n-cek, and the wife kept a 
small shop. Tlireo weeks since, as tho
